The Examiner is reissuing the Election/Restrictions documentation to the 
Applicant due to the initial Office Action omitted important instruction to the Applicant for 
selecting a single species of the embodiment and selecting corresponding claims to be 
considered under the selected embodiment.

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Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable.

In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 1 03(a) of the other invention.
